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Orange Airport Commission 2006 Annual Report 


The Orange Municipal Airport continued to prosper at a surprising rate in 2006. 
Committed revenues from aircraft fees, land leases, and rentals were up 47% from 2005! 
And aviation fuel sale revenues were up 30%, while the airport operating costs were 
actually down 21%! 


In 2006 the airport generated $8,560.00 in tax revenue, $67,745.00 in rental fees, and 
$95,883.00 in aviation fuel sales for total annual revenue of $172,188.00. Airport direct 
operating costs were $66,483.00. The airport aviation fuel revolving fund balance at the 
close of fiscal 2006 was $43,032.00. 


The airport safely and efficiently facilitated the arrival and departure of nearly eighteen 
thousand aircraft and their passengers. While the number of aircraft operations has 
remained steady over the past few years, a noticeable change has occurred in the airport’s 
use. The airport’s use has shifted from mostly recreational in the 1990’s toward more 
corporate use today. Business travelers require 5,000 foot long runways, modern 
instrument approaches, jet fuel, and local amenities such as catering, rental cars, and 
motel rooms, all of which are now readily available in Orange. One would have to travel 
as far away as Keene New Hampshire to the north, Worcester to the east, Westfield to the 
south, and Pittsfield to the west to find an airport comparable to the Orange Airport. 


The airport worked closely with airport consultants Airport Solutions Group to complete 
an Airport Layout Plan (ALP) Update. The purpose of the ALP update is to provide the 
airport with an updated, FAA-approved, ALP to address short and long term capitol 
improvement projects, determine future land use requirements for all aviation 
components including general and corporate aviation, snow removal equipment, and 
ancillary facilities. The ALP will also identify off airport easements to be purchased for 
future vegetation clearing. It is critical that the airport have an FAA-approved ALP and 
Exhibit “A” that reflect capitol improvement projects, and future airport development 
needs over the next twenty years.

I hereby submit my eleventh annual report of the Building Department. 
The following are the statistics for the department for January | thru December 31, 
2006. The estimated value of the construction in Orange during 2006 was 
$9,186,120.00. There was a total of $100,519.42 expended to fund the building 


department. A total of $110,626.80 was collected in permit fees or 110% of the cost of 
operation.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Orange: 


2007 finds the Orange public cemeteries in good and improving condition. 

A new section in South Cemetery has been groomed for lot sales and the 
cremation section has been extended. Water has also been run to this new section. 
Work continues to progress on the West Orange Cemetery project thanks to 
donated funds and the ambitious effort of John Knechtel and other volunteers. 

Along with our usual mowing, trimming and general upkeep of the 28 
maintained acres of our seven cemeteries, the department has continued work on 
brush removal, cemetery tree and hedge maintenance, lot leveling and seeding. 

The department has seen a change in staffing this year with the resignation of 
Superintendent Evelyn Daly and the promotion of Joshua Knechtel from the labor 
crew to Superintendent. We also said good bye to long time cemetery employee 
Roy Cierpial. Evelyn and Roy were dedicated and conscientious workers and will 
be missed. Two new full time laborers have been hired this fall and we have high 
hopes for the year to come. The department would like to thank the several 
gracious volunteers whose support has helped make our cemeteries what they are 
today. 

We had (68) interments in 2006; (22) cremations and (46) traditional burials. 
We also had (2) disinterments. For the calendar year 2006 we collected $21,500 in 
interment charges, $250 for disinterments and $19,309 in lot sales. $270 was 
collected in filing fees. Operating expenditures totaled $93,630.88. In addition, 
$24.80 was expended from the South Cemetery Water article and $3017.44 was 
expended from the West Orange Cemetery Fence article.

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2006 ANNUAL REPORT 
COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT OFFICE 


The Community Development Office continues to operate through funding 
from CDBG grants issued through the Department of Housing and Community 
Development. The Franklin County Regional Housing and Redevelopment Authority 
have again contracted with the Town of Orange to administer CDBG grants for the 
Town, assisted by Wendy Johnson, Community Development Administrative 
Assistant. 


The Community Development Office undertook a town-wide needs survey in 
2006 to determine the overall needs of the Community. This survey was used to help 
determine what types of social service programs the Town would include in their FY 
2007 CDBG application to the Department of Housing and Community Development. 
Results of the survey are available for review in the Community Development Office. 


FY °05 EDF GRANT - $152,600 


In August of 2006, the Town was awarded an increase of $152,600.00 to the 
2004 Business Development Fund grant. The funds were applied for by the Town to 
increase assistance to the Business Development Fund grant for Express Test Services, 
Inc. A local volunteer to the Town, Karl Bittenbender, assists the office in the 
administration of the grant. 


FY ’05 CDF I Grant - $775,000 


In 2006, the Town completed the Eddy Street Project through the FY 05 CDF 
I grant in the amount of $775,000. Over 650 linear feet of water and sewer lines were 
replaced and new drainage, sidewalks and paving were completed. The engineering 
firm Weston & Sampson oversaw the completion of this project. A portion of this 
grant was also used for housing rehabilitation. A total of 8 loans were closed with 3 
units completed and 5 under construction. There are 2 more units ready to close and 
another 6 units securing bids, bringing the total to 17 units that could be rehabbed with 
this grant. 


FY °06 CDF I Grant - $1,000,000 


On July 27, 2006 the Town received notice of the award of a CDF I grant in 
the amount of $1,000,000. This Community Development Block Grant will provide 
much needed infrastructure improvements to Prospect Street and sewer upgrade to 
Summit Street. A portion of this grant will fund 5 units for housing rehab. There are 
also two social service programs that will be funded through this grant: Learning ‘n’ 
Chillin’ with our Children Book Club sponsored by North Quabbin Even Start; and 
Next Steps Transitions Program for Out-of-School Youth and Young Parents 
sponsored by the Literacy Project. 
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ORANGE CONSERVATION COMMISSION — 2006 


The Orange Conservation Commission has experienced a moderately busy year over the 
course of 2006. In addition to many filings, we have conducted unofficial pre-project 
reviews, had many conversations with people wanting to know how the Massachusetts 
Wetlands Protection Act applies to their properties and projects, and have offered 
advice regarding beaver management on many an occasion. 


In 2006, the Conservation Commission issued: 
> Six Orders of Conditions 
> Two Extensions of Orders of Conditions 
> Fifteen Determinations of Applicability 
> Three Emergency Certifications 


We engaged in one Enforcement Action, and headed off others through communication 
and cooperation with people whose projects had gotten out of hand. 


As many people know, the original mission assigned to Conservation Commission 
when they were established in 1958 was the acquisition and management of open space 
within the Towns of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. In support of this 
component of the Conservation Commission’s mission, we have interacted frequently 
with local land trusts and the Mass. Department of Conservation and Recreation to 
cooperate in identification of land for preservation as open space as well as to develop 
funding and support for its protection. This is crucial for protection of the quality of life 
in the Town of Orange as we face the powerful wave of development heading west 
from Boston and Worcester. Further, the Conservation Commission has management 
authority over a number of parcels within the Town — such as the Henry Wood Tree 
Farm — and works internally and with outside assistance to engage in positive and 
productive long-term management of the land. 


But it is the administration of the Wetlands Protection Act for which the conservation 
Commission is best known — or most notorious, depending on the point of view. To 
better understand these complicated and ever-changing regulations, Commissioners 
have attended courses and workshops throughout the year and, in September, hosted a 
Department of Environmental Protection workshop in the Town Hall. The focus of the 
workshop was management and regulation of the buffer zone. 


Finally, it is the spoken commitment to the Townspeople of Orange that the 
Conservation Commission, while administering the Wetlands Protection Act, will do 
our best to assist applicants through the review process in as informative and friendly a 
manner as we can. It is our belief that this approach not only best protects the benefits 
provided by our natural resources, but also makes compliance with a difficult and 
confusing set of regulations as pleasant and productive an experience as possible.

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ORANGE CULTURAL COUNCIL - Report for 2006 


The Orange Cultural Council is the local arm of the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council, whose mission is “to promote excellence, access, education and diversity 
in the arts, humanities and interpretive sciences, in order to improve the quality of 
life for all Massachusetts residents and to contribute to the economic vitality of 
our communities.” 


The local Council receives its funding annually as part of the state budget. The 
Massachusetts legislature increased funding for the local Cultural Councils in 
2006, granting Orange $3,470.00 in funds to be distributed through the state- 
directed grants process. Each year applicants submit their proposals by October 
15, after which date the Council evaluates and supports as many projects as 
funding allows. By adding some of our local balance from prior year’s grants, we 
were able to award a total of $4,360.00 to support 13 projects in 2006. Among 
those supported were “Starry, Starry Night,” “Guy Morin, British Soldier,” 
“YMCA Youth Reach,” “Quabbin Valley Pro Musica” and “Brown Bag Lunch 
Concerts.”

The OEDIC concentrated on marketing the Randall Pond Industrial 
Park Project. Liberty Way Real Estate was chosen to provide marketing 
assistance. Their extensive marketing campaign is beginning to produce 
leads. One lot is under contract and six lots of approximately 31 acres 
remain. 


The OEDIC has been using the expertise within its Board to provide 
consultation to several businesses in the area on issues of financing and 
expansion. 


Three businesses within the park have undertaken major expansions 
this year. 


The OEDIC has been providing site location and selection assistance 
to retail enterprises attempting to locate in the Town of Orange.

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Annual Report of the Fire-Rescue-EMS Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Orange. 


| hereby submit the annual report of the Fire-Rescue-EMS department for Calendar 
year 2006. 


The number of requests for service, 2410, stabilized this year for the first time in 
over ten years. This number may also be deceiving in the fact that we experienced 
major mechanical problems with the newest ambulance and were unable to provide 
transfer service out of the hospital for almost two months. The repairs were mostly 
covered under warranty but that does not cover lost revenue 


The department is still experiencing problems with its safety equipment, breathing 
apparatus, protective gear, general firefighting equipment and communications. Due 
to limited money available through the budget process we are unable to upgrade this 
equipment as the usage demand has increased and at this time are not even able to 
maintain what we have. A Federal Grant was applied for this year to replace the 
protective gear, breathing apparatus and some of the communications. At the close 
of the calendar year we had not received either a positive or negative response from 
the awarding agency. 


The department experienced an increase of 80.7%.in overlapping calls for a total of 
770. This means that on the average there are two calls being handled more than 
twice a day. These overlapping calls are handled by full time personnel on call back 
or members of the call department. The continued increase of use of the call 
department is taxing these individuals ability to belong to the department as they are 
missing more and more time away from their full time jobs or their families. 


The proposed new Tully Fire Station failed to win the support necessary at the ballot 
box. The committee has been meeting since and will present a reduced square 
footage plan at the annual town meeting in May of 2007. The new proposal will 
allow us to meet our current space needs and become compliant with codes and 
standards of the Commonwealth in regards to Public Health, Employee Sanitary 
Conditions and Building Access. The new proposal does not include any room for 
an emergency shelter in this section of Town, nor does it have space for future 
growth. 


The Water Street Feasibility Study Committee continues to meet and made a 


presentation to the Capitol Planning Committee in October. Due to the financial 
condition of the Town this proposal will be delayed at least another year. 
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The department currently operates 12 vehicles. Nine out of Station 1 and two out of 
Station 2. The department acquired a federal surplus van this year that will be used 
to carry specialty rescue equipment and hazardous material response supplies. The 
special Town meeting in December also provided approval to purchase a used 
ambulance so that we can always have two in service. This vehicle will be 
purchased and in service early in 2007.

The average ages of these vehicles is over 19 years old and are requiring that more 
and more maintenance be done due to both the age and usage. Due to this increased 
age parts are becoming hard or impossible to find to repair these vehicles. The Town 
needs to develop a long-term vehicle maintenance/replacement program. 


The department continues to try to update the fleet through the acquisition of Federal 
Surplus vehicles. The tanker in Station #2 is the second tanker that we have put 
together from this program. We also have a van acquired for hazardous 
materials/specialized rescue equipment and hopefully will be able to acquire our own 
bucket truck and a replacement pickup/brush truck in the next year. 


The department’s training program under the leadership of Captain Philip Sheridan 
has again provided the department with one of the necessary tools to provide the 
level of service that the department continues to provide. The Training Division 
offered 164 hours of training in 2006. The members of the department participated 
in 568 man-hours of training provided by the Massachusetts Firefighting Academy 
both at our facility and throughout the Commonwealth. The department members 
also met the national requirements of having all members trained in the first two 
levels of the National Incident Management System. Full time members and officers 
of the department attended training at the ICS 200 level. This is an ongoing 
initiative with the command officers required to attend at least two more courses on 
this subject.

The outdoor burning of brush is one of the most controversial programs that this 
department deals with. The open burning season runs from January 15" to May 1*. 
A permit must be obtained from the department and the department must be called 
each day the burning occurs. The permit outlines the items that can and cannot be 
burned, the distances from any buildings that the fire must be located and the hours 
of the day that these fires may take place. The permit may also be used for cooking 
fires. Cooking fires are fires that are primarily used for cooking purposes. It is 
important to remember that these regulations are Department of Environmental 
Protection — Air Quality Regulations and not Fire regulations and that no fire is 
allowed to be a nuisance. 


The department issued 577 permits for open burning in 2006. 


The department continues to provide inspections of our commercial, multi-family 
dwellings and new construction in cooperation with the Building Department. 
Inspections are also done for installation and operation of smoke detectors in all 
residences that are sold, installation of oil burners and tanks, installation of Liquid 
Propane, installation or repair of Restaurant Hood systems, sprinklers and alarm 
systems. Inspections are normally done on Tuesdays and Thursdays. The number of 
inspections and the work required to follow up on these inspections has become very 
time consuming due to the increase in new buildings and the many changes that 
continue to take place in the community. In 2006 this portion of the job increased 
with the requirement that all homes be equipped with Carbon Monoxide detectors 
starting April 1°. 


The members of the department ask for your support as we move ahead with the 
replacement or additions to the two stations. This project is essential for us to meet 
all the codes and standards in place today to operate a fire department. 

All these accomplishments could not have taken place without the dedication of all 
the employees and their families. I wish to thank everyone for contribution to the 


activities of the department.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL REPORT 
2006 


The Board of Health of the Town of Orange respectfully submits the following report 
regarding activities of the Board, its agent and the office, for the year ending 
June 30, 2006. 


The past year has been one of working to further projects started in previous years. The 
role of small town boards of health continues to change, and it is a major portion of our 
work to try to follow, and adapt to, the changes. The Board continues to act on or discuss 
a variety of concerns, including the ever-present housing code problems, septic problems, 
etc., however, below are two of the more significant, currently. 


We have continued to be involved in the development of a public health system of 
emergency preparedness, which is intended to be a response by all levels of government, 
as appropriate, to the health and security threats in the news today. Our agent, 

Roger Mallet, has been serving on the executive committee of the Worcester regional 
coalition that receives funding and direction from the federal level for development of a 
cohesive emergency response by both the local town level, and the region. This extra 
effort by Mr. Mallet has been of great help, both in our being able to stay on top of the 
information stream, and to assure that Orange receives its’ fair share. To his credit, 

Mr. Mallet has been instrumental in obtaining funding which has enabled the installation 
of an emergency generator for the Armory. This in turn enabled him to obtain designation 
of the Armory as a site for use during emergencies of all types. This effort has resulted in 
the development of a facility, or capability, by which the Town of Orange will be able to 
respond more adequately on behalf of the residents in a disaster/emergency. The Board 
commends Mr. Mallet, as this work was beyond that required by his usual duties. 


The Board has been working on the first of regulations intended to improve the handling 
of trash in town as a whole, through the entire waste stream, from the private home or 
business, to storage, pickup, and transportation and final disposition. The intent of this 
effort is to improve the quality of life, and reduce the threat to health, of our residents, by 
reducing unnecessary exposure to waste. The first set of regulations will be promulgated 
in cooperation with the Transfer Station, and is in response to their need to better control 
activity at that facility, by the public. An important part of the overall effort will be 
directed at reducing illegal dumping, for example on back roads, unauthorized use of 
dumpsters, etc. by codifying penalties, but also by seeking positive incentives to recycle 
more fully, and handle waste more responsibly. 


Following is a list of some of the activities of the office, all of which is in addition to the 
steady stream of requests for information, reporting, communications, etc. The Board 
welcomes input by the community we serve, and urge all to become involved in activities 
to promote the greater health of our community.

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TRUSTEES OF THE ORANGE PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


Annual Report 2007 


Among the most important library events of the year is the installation of a 
new boiler at the Wheeler Library branch. This was mandatory because of the 
decrepit condition of the old boiler and the increase in attendance and activity. 
Removal of asbestos from the pipes near the boiler added considerably to the 
cost. Work is expected to be completed by spring, 2007. The more than 
$100,000.00 final bill is being covered by the library itself, not by the town. 


A great deal more must be done to bring the Wheeler Library up to the 
requirements for certification. The problems which existed town voters 
declined to meet those requirements, in cooperation with the 
Commonwealth’s Board of Library Commissioners, still exist and must be 
aggressively faced. At present, no public meetings may be held at Wheeler 
because the building is not handicapped accessible. Failure to comply with 
state regulations can only result in future grief for the taxpayers of Orange. 


The present Board of Trustees, together with our new librarian, Walt Owens, is 
committed to seeking a solution to the crisis. Consequently, the Board has 
authorized an application to the Board of Library Commissioners for a 
$40,000.00 planning grant to work toward that end. 


The Friends of the Library, under the leadership of co-presidents, Pat Larson 
and Joanie Cohen-Mitchell, have been meeting regularly and attracting new 
members. Library volunteers have seen an increase in numbers, as well. 


The Moore-Leland branch in North Orange is sparkling from the new paint 
job contributed by area volunteers. Library Trustees have increased the 
number of hours the branch is open to the public. 


It is to be noted that, with library membership in the Central Western Mass 
Regional System (CWMARS), library visitors can now pay virtual visits to 
the branches via their home computers. They may request books, even those 
from faraway libraries or download (burn) CDs from a data base of over 
42,000 titles.

Zoning Bylaw Revision 
A package of comprehensive revisions to Orange’s Zoning Bylaws and a new 


Zoning Map were approved by an 80% majority (more than the 2/3 majority 
required) at the Annual Town Meeting on May 1, 2006. The proposed revisions 
were presented to citizens at two Public Information Sessions on February 6 and 
March 16, 2006 and changes were made based on the input received at these 
meetings. A formal public hearing was held on April 3, 2006. The Planning 
Board approved the new Zoning Bylaws on April 11, 2006. The Attorney 
General’s Office approved the amendments on September 19, 2006 without any 
suggested changes. The Ad Hoc Master Planning Committee completed work on 
the revisions to the Town’s Zoning Bylaws with the assistance of consultants 
from the Franklin Regional Council of Governments. Highlights of the revisions 
include streamlining the process for allowing many types of business by 
eliminating the need for a Special Permit if they can specific performance 
standards, increasing the minimum lot size in the Rural Residential District (D) to 
2 acres from | acre, and creation of a new Open Space Development Bylaw to 
encourage the permanent preservation of land. Upon petition by the neighbors, a 
new Zoning Map was approved that re-zoned a small area on North Main St. from 
Zone A(r) to Zone D. 


Special Permits 

Fourteen special permit applications were submitted during 2006. Two were 
withdrawn and twelve were approved after public hearings were held. These 
special permits included construction of a new Riverfront Park on East River St.; 
construction of a new building at G&S Lyman on 41 West Orange Rd.; 
amendments to a plan for construction of a cell tower on Old Hickory Rd. by 
Gridcom to add lighting and striping to the tower; addition of 100’ x 160’ 
sportsplex at the 202 Entertainment Center on Daniel Shays Highway; and a 
1,520 sq. ft. extension to the Elks Club; among others. Minutemen Wind LLC 
also received a 6-month extension of its Special Permit to construct a 
meteorological tower on Chestnut Hill Rd. to determine if there is sufficient wind 
resource to economically support a wind energy project on the site.

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ORANGE POLICE DEPARTMENT — 2006 ANNUAL REPORT 


On behalf of the Town’s police department, I hereby submit the annual report for 
the year 2006. 


The police department continued to perform a balancing act in 2006. It is a 
challenge to balance fiscal responsibility and public safety. Citizens need to be 
aware that the Police Department is still dangerously under funded. Civilian 
dispatchers were cut last year, so the building is unmanned the majority of the 
time. The amount of times that a person has walked into the station with a dire 
emergency is certainly disconcerting. The staffing level for the department is low 
and Officers are multi-tasking so often that productivity is effected. 


Officers that are assigned to a specialty unit such as Court Officer/Sergeant, 
Detective/Sergeant, narcotics Officer, and School Resource Officer are also 
working cruiser shifts. This creates a situation where Officers are trying to work 
patrol, respond to calls, and investigate cases while still doing their primary 
assignment. Adding to the strain is that the department no longer has support staff 
evenings or weekends. All emergency calls continue to be answered by a state 
911-dispatch center located at the State Police barracks in Shelburne Falls. 
Officers must now return to the station to log calls for service, return general 
business phone calls, and monitor prisoners. All of these tasks, which were 
formerly performed by civilian aides, reduce time spent on patrol and 
investigations. 


Internet crimes and identity theft have surfaced as a major concern. Sexual 
predators from around the globe now have access to our most vulnerable citizens 
through chat rooms and on line gaming. Parents need to be aware of who their 
children are spending time on line with. Our School resource Officer can be 
contacted for suggestions on how to communicate with your children on Internet 
safety. Cases of identity theft continue to be reported daily. Many of these cases 
involve multiple jurisdictions, even outside of the United States. Residents need 
to be cautious when giving out their personal information. 


The Police Department continues to be a part of the global war on terrorism. In 
this post 911 era, residents must remain vigilant. Any suspicious activity needs to 
be reported to the police department. I would like to thank the citizens of Orange 
for their cooperation. I would also like to thank the members of the police 
department for their professionalism in these uncertain times.

CONTINUING PROGRAMS 
SCHOOL RESOURCE OFFICER (SRO) 


On January 1, 2006 Officer Chad Softic took over the position of School Resource 
Officer for the Orange School systems. Throughout the school year he was able to 
make strong ties with administration, guidance counselors, teachers and staff. 
This allowed for open communication, which is invaluable to properly investigate 
various incidents in the schools and to also investigate incidents that our students 
are involved in outside of school. All of this translates into a collaborative effort 
between police department and school personnel to better assist our services to the 
students in our community. 


During his time at the schools, he has assisted the schools with safety issues, 
conducted investigations involving weapons and drugs and facilitated and 
organized school searches with drug canines. As the Supervisor of Attendance he 
assisted the high school and the elementary schools with attendance and made 
many house visits to ensure acceptable attendance. He also made himself 
available to the schools for after school activities including sporting events, 
concerts, pep rallies and proms. 


Another essential piece of importance is his availability to our students. The 
SRO’s presence at Mahar has allowed students easy access to a police officer 
where they may not have this ability outside of school. Due to the amount of time 
spent at Mahar and the amount of interaction with the students, a trust is 
developed with time and positive relationships were made with a large majority of 
the students. 


We also saw the implementation of Dr. Ervin Staub’s comprehensive Active 
Bystander Program. The program, which was facilitated by Officer Softic, Sgt. 
Haigh and student trainers included all eighth and tenth grade students. The 
program is taught to encourage and to strengthen bystander skills. The 
importance of personal responsibility, compassion and empathy are stressed. The 
program allows for students to actively practice bystander skills and to discourage 
“harm-doing” to others. 


Officer Softic also facilitates the Orange Police Cadet Program. The program 
gives the opportunity to prospective criminal justice students’ education about the 
criminal justice system. The students meet bi-weekly at the station and discuss 
various topics including constitutional law, criminal law, motor vehicle law and 
other criminal justice topics. The students went on a field trip to the FBI 
headquarters in Boston and assisted Officer Softic with events that he was 
involved in. The students also took part in a role play where they acted as police 
officers and they were given police calls. 
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DRUG ABUSE RESISTANCE EDUCATION (D.A.R.E.) 


In early January Officer Softic attended a two-week training course in Stafford, 
NH getting certified to teach DARE. The training was very rewarding and paid 
off when he graduated his first class in June of 2006 at Butterfield Elementary 
School. The Department has made a strong commitment to DARE and all the 
money is raised through fundraisers and by generous donations from the 
community. This is the fifteenth fifth grade class that has gone through the ten- 
week curriculum. The graduation culminated with the introduction of past DARE 
officers William Golding, Dan Kimball and Officer Robert Fisher and the 
performance of guest speaker and talented local musician Cailte Kelley. 


TRIAD 


The Orange Police Department’s TRIAD program strengthens bonds between the 
Police Department and Orange Senior Citizens. Since the program’s local 
inception (1994), the department has presented this nationally recognized 
partnership. The program has offered countless workshops and programs to 
improve senior safety and quality of life. 


In 2006 the Orange TRIAD program partnered with the Orange Council on Aging 
to offer programs at the Orange Senior Center. Monthly, Seniors and Law 
Enforcement Together (S.A.L.T.) Council meetings are held at the Senior Center 
in conjunction with Council on Aging meetings. S.A.L.T. discusses initiatives 
and programming for the TRIAD program. 


An emergency cell-phone program for seniors was started this year. The program 
gives cell phones to Seniors that can be used to dial 911 in emergencies. TRIAD 
also helped the Police and Fire Department with a house numbering initiative as 
well. Any persons interested in learning more about the TRIAD programs are 
encouraged to contact me, Chief Spear, at the Police Department at 978-544-2129. 


CITIZEN’S POLICE AUXILIARY 


The Citizen’s Police Auxiliary (CPA) is still active and continues to hold monthly 
meetings. The CPA assisted the police department with traffic for numerous 
events, i.e., River Rat race, Engine Show, etc. 


COMMAND POST 


During the past year the Command Post was pressed into service six times. Two 
were for major incidents. The first was a fire at Brookside Auto. The Command 
Post was the center of operations for planning the attack on the fire and 
communications. Fire Department overhead personnel, the Department of 
Environmental Protection, the Environmental Protection Agency, State Fire 
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Marshall, investigative members from our department and the local Board of 
Health from Orange and Athol all operated out of the Command Post. 


The second major deployment came in July when we responded to the town of 
Wendell where a tornado touched down and caused major damage and power 
outages. The Command Post served as the communications platform for 22 
hours, while search teams and clean up crews worked. It also served as the check 
in and check out point. Our SAR accountability tags were utilized for the first 
time, and I am happy to report it worked as we had perceived it would. 


In June, we deployed as a resource for the Athol Hospital in a mass causality drill. 
Also this past year a new battery charger was purchased which enables us to 
charge the portable radios used for the Fire Department. We have not had this 
capability in the past, so this should make things run smoothly during Fire 
Department operations, as there will be a central location where batteries can be 
charged and rotated back out to the area of operations. 


CANINE PROGRAM 


This past year the K-9 Unit was kept very busy with numerous car breaks during 
the month of July. The unit was instrumental in recovering evidence, and 
showing areas of interest to further the investigations. As a result of a team effort 
by members of the department all the breaks were solved. 


Also during the past year the unit re-certified as a utility patrol team by meeting 
the requirements set forth by the North American Police Work Dog Association. 
They continue to keep busy with demonstrations in town. They conducted a 
classroom session for members of the Orange and Erving Fire Departments on the 
use of canines in missing persons search. In October a mock search was done in 
Erving at Laurel Lake State Forest. Members of the Orange Fire Department, 
Erving Fire Department, Warwick Fire Department and State Forest Fire Unit 
headquartered in Erving attended. Two scenarios were done. The drill, which 
was set up Erving Fire, was a success and well received. Below is a break down 
of activity for the year:

The Town Hall Restoration Committee met several times during the year 
to work and identify the next project in the restoration process. 

The THRC recognizes and appreciates the efforts of the Orange 
Entertainment Committee, Karl Bittenbender Chairman, for the many venues that 
have been enjoyed by the audience and the money that has been donated to the 
Town Hall Restoration. The private donations continue to arrive and hopefully 
will be used to leverage grant money for the stage lighting, stage floor and the 
stairs from the Auditorium floor to the stage. 

During the year the Auditorium Stage was enhanced with two donations.

The facility continues to run well after nearly 30 years, thanks to the efforts of our 
dedicated staff. 


Effluent Toxicity, Sludge Analysis and other test results continue to be excellent. 


On July 1, 2006 the Wastewater Treatment Facility and the Sewer Dept. began 
working under an Enterprise Fund, which means all the operating expenses are 
funded by the users of the system and not from the general fund. 


During the last year sewer improvements were made in the Eddy Street area. 
These and other improvements help in reducing clean water coming into the 
treatment facility. I would like to encourage residents, connected to the sewer 
system, to help in reducing this extra flow by redirecting sump pumps, roof 
leaders, floor drains etc. out of the sewer system. This extra water is clean and 
does not need to be sent to the treatment facility. Extra water going into the 
Treatment Facility increases operating costs for everyone on the system. 


We encourage residents to make an appointment for a guided tour of the Facility 
and become familiar with our operation in protecting the Millers River for future 
generations.

QUESTION 1: Law Proposed by Initiative Petition 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or 
the House of Representatives before May 3, 2006? 

SUMMARY 

This proposed law would allow local licensing authorities to issue licenses for food 
stores to sell wine. The proposed law defines a “food store” as a retail vendor, such as a 
grocery store, supermarket, shop, club, outlet, or warehouse-type seller, that sells food to 
consumers to be eaten elsewhere (which must include meat, poultry, dairy products, eggs, 
fresh fruit and produce, and other specified items), and that may sell other items usually 
found in grocery stores. Holders of licenses to sell wine at food stores could sell wine either 
on its own or together with any other items they sell. 

The licensing authorities in any city or town of up to 5000 residents could issue up to 5 
licenses for food stores to sell wine. In cities or towns of over 5000 residents, one additional 
license could be issued for each additional 5000 residents (or fraction of 5000). No person 
or business could hold more than 10% of the total number of the licenses that could be 
issued under the proposed law. Such licenses would not,be counted when applying the laws 
that limit the number of other kinds of alcoholic beverage licenses that may be issued or 
held. Any applicant for a license would have to be approved by the state Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission, and any individual applicant would have to be at least 21 
years old and not have been convicted of a felony. 

In issuing any licenses for food stores to sell wine, local licensing authorities would 
have to use the same procedures that apply to other licenses for the retail sale of alcoholic 
beverages. Except where the proposed law has different terms, the same laws that apply to 
issuance, renewal, suspension and termination of licenses for retail sales of alcoholic 
beverages which are not to be consumed on the seller’s premises, and that apply to the 
operations of holders of such licenses, would govern licenses to sell wine at food stores, and 
the operation of holders of such licenses. Local authorities could set fees for issuing and 
renewing such licenses. 

A YES VOTE would create a new category of licenses for food stores to sell wine, and it 
would allow local licensing authorities to issue such licenses. 
A NO VOTE would make no change in the laws concerning the sale of wine. 


QUESTION 2: Law Proposed by Initiative Petition 
Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or 
the House of Representatives before May 3, 2006? 
SUMMARY 

This proposed law would allow candidates for public office to be nominated by more 
than one political party or political designation, to have their names appear on the ballot 
once for each nomination, and to have their votes counted separately for each nomination but

then added together to determine the winner of the election. 

The proposed law would repeal an existing requirement that in order to appear on the state 
primary ballot as a candidate for a political party’s nomination for certain offices, a person 
cannot have been enrolled in any other party during the preceding year. The requirement 
applies to candidates for nomination for statewide office, representative in Congress, 
governor’s councillor, member of the state Legislature, district attorney, clerk of court, 
register of probate, register of deeds, county commissioner, sheriff, and county treasurer. 
The proposed law would also allow any person to appear on the primary ballot as a 
candidate for a party’s nomination for those offices if the party’s state committee gave its 
written consent. The proposed law would also repeal the existing requirement that in order 
to be nominated to appear as an unenrolled candidate on the state election ballot, or on any 
city or town ballot following a primary, a person cannot have been enrolled in any political 
party during the 90 days before the deadline for filing nomination papers. 

The proposed law would provide that if a candidate were nominated by more than one 
party or political designation, instead of the candidate’s name being printed on the ballot 
once, with the candidate allowed to choose the order in which the party or political 
designation names appear after the candidate’s name, the candidate’s name would appear 
multiple times, once for each nomination received. The candidate would decide the order in 
which the party or political designation nominations would appear, except that all parties 
would be listed before all political designations. The ballot would allow voters who vote for 
a candidate nominated by multiple parties or political designations to vote for that candidate 
under the party or political designation line of their choice. 

If a voter voted for the same candidate for the same office on multiple party or political 
designation lines, the ballot would remain valid but would be counted as a single vote for the 
candidate on a line without a party or political designation. If voting technology allowed, 
voting machines would be required to prevent a voter from voting more than the number of 
times permitted for any one office. 

The proposed law would provide that if a candidate received votes under more than one 
party or political designation, the votes would be combined for purposes of determining 
whether the candidate had won the election. The total number of votes each candidate 
received under each party or political designation would be recorded. Election officials 
would announce and record both the aggregate totals and the total by party or political 
designation. 

The proposed law would allow a political party to obtain official recognition if its 
candidate had obtained at least 3% of the vote for any statewide office at either of the two 
most recent state elections, instead of at only the most recent state election as under current 
law. 

The proposed law would allow a person nominated as a candidate for any state, city or 
town office to withdraw his name from nomination within six days after any party’s primary 
election for that office, whether or not the person sought nomination or was nominated in 
that primary. Any candidate who withdrew from an election could not be listed on the ballot 
for that election, regardless of whether the candidate received multiple nominations. 

The proposed law states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, the other parts 
would stay in effect. 

A YES VOTE would allow a candidate for public office to be nominated for the same office 
by more than one political party or political designation at the same election. 

A NO VOTE would make no change in the laws concerning nomination of candidates for 
public office.

QUESTION 3: Law Proposed by Initiative Petition 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or 
the House of Representatives before May 3, 2006? 

SUMMARY 

This proposed law would allow licensed and other authorized providers of child care in 
private homes under the state’s subsidized child care system to bargain collectively with the 
relevant state agencies about all terms and conditions of the provision of child care services 
under the state’s child care assistance program and its regulations. 

Under the proposed law, these family child care providers who provide state-subsidized 
child care would not be considered public employees, but if 30% of the providers gave 
written authorization for an employee organization to be their exclusive representative in 
collective bargaining, the state Labor Relations Commission would hold a secret mail ballot 
election on whether to certify that organization as the exclusive representative. Parts of the 
state’s public employee labor relations law and regulations would apply to the election and 
collective bargaining processes. The proposed law would not authorize providers to engage 
in a strike or other refusal to deliver child care services. 

An exclusive representative, if certified, could then communicate with providers to 
develop and present a proposal to the state agencies concerning the terms and conditions of 
child care provider services. The proposed law would then require the parties to negotiate in 
good faith to try to reach a binding agreement. If the agreed-upon terms and conditions 
required changes in existing regulations, the state agencies could not finally agree to the 
terms until they completed the required procedures for changing regulations and any cost 
items agreed to by the parties had been approved by the state Legislature. If any actions 
taken under the proposed law required spending state funds, that spending would be subject 
to appropriation by the Legislature. Any complaint that one of the parties was refusing to 
negotiate in good faith could be filed with and ruled upon by the Labor Relations 
Commission. An exclusive representative could collect a fee from providers for the costs of 
representing them. 

An exclusive representative could be de-certified under Commission regulations and 
procedures if certain conditions were met. The Commission could not accept a 
decertification petition for at least 2 years after the first exclusive representative was 
certified, and any such petition would have to be supported by 50% or more of the total 
number of providers. The Commission would then hold a secret mail ballot election for the 
providers to vote on whether to decertify the exclusive representative. 

The proposed law states that activities carried out under it would be exempt from federal 

anti-trust laws. The proposed law states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, the 
other parts would stay in effect. 
A YES VOTE would allow licensed and other authorized providers of child care in private 
homes under the state’s subsidized child care system to bargain collectively with the state. 
A NO VOTE would make no change in the laws concerning licensed and other authorized 
family child care providers.

The 2006 Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


On behalf of the Orange Elementary School Committee, I hereby submit the 
Superintendent of School’s annual report. This report represents the second half of 
FY 2006 and the first half of FY 2007. 


Chapter 70 and Education Reform 


For the first time in the past four years the Orange Elementary School District 
experienced a very slight increase in Education Funding. Even though Chapter 70 
funding accounts for almost 88% of the operating budget for FY ‘07 or $4,961,898.00, 
there were some reductions in the number and kinds of school services. In addition, the 
funding for FY °06 reflected only a very slight increase in Chapter 70 funds of $35,700 
to $4,911,542. The Orange Elementary School budget for FY ’05 was $5,596,769. The 
budget for FY 2006 was $5,350,845, and the budget for FY 2007 is $5,402,090. Part of 
these reductions is also a result of the impact of the State financial crisis and the Town’s 
inability to support the elementary school programs to the degree they would like. The 
slight increase in Chapter 70 Aid was offset by the elimination of some State and 
Federal grant programs, and a reduction in funding of others. Besides reducing some 
staff positions and reducing hours for others, there is a significant loss of any 
contingency funds. Through the slow economic recovery, the Orange Elementary 
Schools will continue to provide full-day kindergarten, small class sizes, and inclusion 
classrooms at each grade to meet the education and social needs of the children. 
However, having any contingency or surplus funds in many financial line items of the 
school budget will not be present or possible this year. Given that the Orange 
Elementary School budget was $6,046,158 in FY 2003 a reduction of federal, state and 
local funds and grants of over $1,000,000 - compounded by wage, benefit, and 
inflationary increases illustrates how severe our fiscal concerns have been during this 
four year period. Further complicating this scenario are the educational program 
mandates (often unfunded) of the No Child Left Behind legislation of the current Bush 
administration. 


Grants are a vital component to our overall education service model. Schools 
have become dependent on grants as a source of funds for many staff positions. 
Unfortunately, FY 2006 & 2007 were disappointing in terms of the legislative 
commitment to these special programs. 

Community Partnership Grant — This grant funds most of the operating budget 
for Discovery Depot Preschool, as well as daycare services for qualifying children in 
private day care centers. The Community Partnership for Children also offered a 
special summer program for children entering kindergarten, additional workshops for 
pre-school parent/guardians, and submitted a number of additional grant applications to 
expand services for children and their families. Funds were reduced by over $20,000 in 
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the past fiscal year, in addition to another $20,000 reduction in FY 2005. It was level- 
funded in FY 2006 & FY 2007, but increased costs and mandates required continued 
reductions. 

Focus Special Education Grant — Funded salaries, materials, consultants and 
professional development programs for Special Education services for children and 
their families. 

Title I Grant - Funded salaries and materials to provide supplemental services in 
reading and mathematics, OASIS after school tutoring, and other special programs. In 
FY 2003 this grant totaled approximately $312,000. In FY 2004 it was reduced to 
approximately $279,000. In FY 2005 it was further reduced to $240,722. Funds for FY 
2006 are $206,706. FY 2007 funds are $176,872.00. These are the major source of 
funds for NCLB. 

Quality Kindergarten Grant — Funded a sixth kindergarten class and provided 
additional time for kindergarten aides in the other classrooms. 

Title Il — Improving Educator Quality Grant — Funded teacher and aide position 
as well as some professional development activities. 

McKinney-Vento Homeless Education Grant — Provides for a Home-to-School 
Liaison for the purpose of improving education services and outreach to children and 
their families. The grant in FY 2005, FY 2006, & FY 2007 was funded for $20,000. 

In addition, there were a number of smaller grants that provided funding for 
such concerns as professional development, summer programs, technology projects, 
Safe & Drug Free Schools activities, Special Education Training and support, and early 
childhood. 

Grant writing, managing and record keeping continue to be an ever growing and 
challenging necessity of the schools. We need to find ways to employ an individual to 
increase the district’s capability of securing and managing additional grant funds. Both 
the state and federal legislatures are reducing and/or eliminating a number of grant 
funds. Many of these programs fund staff positions that are essential to maintain the 
fine quality of educational service that is a trademark of the Orange Elementary 
Schools. Future goals for grant directions include after-school and summer activities 
for children and their families, additional counseling and support services, and further 
multi-district funding based on the needs of North Quabbin school districts. 


Curriculum & Professional Development 


Continuing efforts by staff and administration to improve our instructional 
programs, particularly in mathematics, writing and reading, were most noticeable. 
Through the continued utilization of district and grant money, the Houghton-Mifflin 
Reading materials have been purchased for grades K-4. Houghton-Mifflin Consultants 
also provided considerable professional development for staffs in the implementation of 
a more consistent K-4 reading program, the five components of a scientifically based 
reading program, and primary and supplementary materials. Training continued in 
specific areas and components of an effective reading program, as well as meeting the 
needs of each child and learner, assessment, and effective utilization of the Houghton- 
Mifflin materials. Expansion of professional development in Dexter Park has provided 
more instructional consistency in our Reading Programs grades K-4. We are currently 
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exploring partnerships for long-term professional development and instructional growth 
in reading and language arts. 

Results of the MCAS mathematics scores indicate the need for improvement in 
student achievement. The incorporation of computation curriculum and mathematics 
understanding is a long process. The introduction of the Investigations and Connected 
Math Programs K-6 is a multi-year process. FY 2007 marked the third year of devoting 
time and resources to Professional Development for staff and administration. The 
faculty and administration is to be commended for their continued efforts and energy to 
improve our instructional practices. Several activities throughout the year were 
dedicated to the continued professional development of staff in mathematics. 
Improving math understanding while continuing to provide a strong foundational base 
in computation is a challenge for teachers everywhere. Staff throughout the district has 
participated in a series of related training activities to achieve this goal. As a district, 
we are doing more formal analysis (TestWiz) of MCAS results and focusing our 
professional development and instructional activities on student achievement and 
instructional proficiency. 


Staff also received training in other important areas of classroom management 
strategies including Inclusion strategies, Autism, Anger management, Trauma, Learning 
disabilities discussion and strategies, and regular education/special education 
connections. We are also focusing more attention on Early Childhood and the strengths 
and needs of children entering our schools. 

Efforts continue by Art, Music, Health and Physical Education and classroom 
teachers to integrate curricula. The focus this year is on special project areas. 

We also spent time on the alignment of Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks 
in Science and Social Studies with our instructional programs. Professional 
Development continues to be a major focus in our schools. Faculty and staff are 
provided with numerous opportunities to participate in workshops, seminars and 
courses in a variety of areas, as they continue to work on their individual professional 
development plans. It is a pleasure to be a part of such a committed and dedicated 
group of educators. And, student achievement is on the rise! 


Personnel 


We had a number of retirements in FY 2006 and the beginning of FY 2007. 
Dolly DeFalco, Tom Patterson, and Gail Pease retired from teaching positions. Sheryl 
Brault retired as Principal of Fisher Hill after many years in the district as both teacher 
and principal. Their dedication, expertise, commitment to children and support for all 
staff will be sorely missed. The Orange Elementary Schools have been extremely 
fortunate to have so many staff members devote their energy and expertise to the 
children of Orange. 

New employees this year include: Ray Sharick, principal at Fisher Hill 
Elementary School; Isabella Cotaldo Dexter Park Teacher; and, support personnel 
Debora Bousquet, Brenda Hamel, and Rebecca Galuzzo. 

With the continuation of a Teacher Education Program — Bridges to the Future — 
in our schools, we had about 10 Masters in Education/Teaching Interns working in our

schools. Louis Paradise graciously agreed to continue to serve as mentor for these 
teaching candidates so his influence in our schools remains. 


Maintenance 


Maintenance of the buildings continues as a priority and necessity for sound 
facilities’ planning and upkeep. Some of our projects included: 

- All three schools had cameras and security systems installed. 

-We have worked closely with Orange Town Hall management, the Highway, 
Fire, Police, Inspection and other town departments to maintain our schools as best we 
can. Some of the concerns were safety, access, and security related. 

-The Schools and Town entered into a new agreement with Verizon to upgrade 
our Internet service capacity. 

- DRA Architects Associates completed a Feasibility Study for the Schools. 
They worked with a committee of school, town, and community volunteers to better 
understand the long term physical needs of our school buildings. Also during this time, 
the MSBA (Massachusetts School Building Authority) began the development of new 
guidelines and regulations for school construction in Massachusetts. 


Much thanks and credit should be extended to the custodians in our schools. 
They take great pride in our facilities and continue to acquire more skills and 
knowledge concerning the operation of the equipment and facilities. We will benefit 
long-term from their dedication and commitment. 


Community Involvement and Support 


The Orange Elementary Schools are very fortunate to be part of the greater 
Orange Community. The PTO continues to be extremely supportive of the staff and 
children, tireless in their fundraising and special events to raise money for educational 
and social experiences for children and their families. The annual Craft Fair is only one 
of the many excellent activities for the schools and community. Staff and children send 
their thanks to the entire PTO and the leadership of Lisa Meuse and committee. 

Parents and community members support and participate in a variety of school 
programs. The events range from the Ellis Island simulation and trip, to Community 
Reading Day, to classroom volunteers, to the Thanksgiving Feast, to winter basketball 
leagues. We are especially indebted to parents, grandparents, relatives and community 
friends who attend and support our school programs and performances. 

We also received support from the University of Massachusetts Athletic 
Department and were able to bring 500 students and adults to basketball games on 
campus. We will be benefiting from their generosity again this year. 


The schools also benefit from the support from other town departments. The 
police department provides DARE Officer and School Resource Officer Chad Softic. 
Ajo and Officer Clay Rushford sponsor a fire safety program. Sargeant John Bartus, 
from Emergency Management, works with our schools on safety and evacuation 
procedures. The Fire Department worked with the schools on fire drills and fire safety 
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procedures in school and home. David Frye and the Highway Department have assisted 
the schools in a number of smaller projects. Town Hall supports all employees with 
any questions and concerns. The building and health inspectors are always assisting 
when needed. 


School Committee 


The School Committee is very committed to the well being of the children of 
Orange, and should be highly commended for their dedication to the community. The 
task and charge of continuing to provide a high level of educational services with 
reduced resources is an even greater challenge for now and the immediate future. The 
members of the School Committee serve in a non-paid capacity and commit their 
energies, dedication and many hours to the tasks of educating all our children. Their 
work with the school community personifies the Town of Orange’s strong sense of 
community and community spirit. Richard Herk is School Committee Chairperson, and 
Marcia Larocque is our representative to Mahar Regional School Committee. The 
committee includes:

GRANTS 
The efforts of staff members have resulted in the District receiving Grants totaling 
$425,531.40 for the 2006-2007 school year. This has allowed for programs and services 
to be implemented that otherwise would not be funded. 


Title I-A Improving Educator Quality ($37,850) 


The purpose of this grant program is to increase student achievement through 
comprehensive district initiatives that focus on the preparation, training, recruitment, 
and retention of highly qualified educators. These initiatives should be aligned with 
Massachusetts' reform efforts and should help districts meet the NCLB goals and 
requirements for highly qualified teachers, instructional paraprofessionals in Title I 
targeted assistance and schoolwide programs, and high-quality professional 
development. The goal is to improve the overall quality of all educators, including 
administrators, within the district. 


Title II-D - Enhancing Education Through Technology ($2,126) 
This federal grant program is intended to help districts improve student achievement 


through the use of technology in their schools. Also, it is designed to assist students in 
becoming technologically literate by the end of eighth grade. Lastly, it encourages high 
quality professional development that uses research-based instructional strategies to 
integrate technology effectively into the instruction. 


Federal Special Education Entitlement P.L. 94-142 ($192,419) 
The salaries of the Home/School Liaison Counselor, one Special Education Teacher, 


and a Special Education Paraprofessional were paid through this grant. Some 
classroom instructional supplies were purchased. 
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Title V_Innovative Programs ($2,023) 
This federal Innovative Programs formula grant supports education reform efforts; 


innovation based on scientific research; the purchase of instructional, library, and media 
materials; and the implementation of programs to improve student, teacher, and school 
performance. 


Title I ($129,260) 

Title I, as reauthorized under the No Child Left Behind Act of 2001, provides resources 
to local school districts to assist low achieving students in high poverty schools to meet 
the state's challenging academic standards. 


Title [V_ Safe and Drug Free Schools ($3,875) 
The purpose of this federal grant is to support programs that prevent violence in and 


around schools; prevent illegal use of alcohol, tobacco, and drugs; involve parents and 
communities; and coordinate with related federal, state, school, and community efforts 
and resources to foster a safe and drug-free learning environment that supports student 
achievement. 


Chapter 70 Foundation Reserve Grant ($36,000) 
The salaries and benefits of the two long term substitutes were recovered through this 
grant. 


Expanded Learning Grant ($10,000) 
Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District was one of the 29 school districts in 


Massachusetts that received a planning grant for the purpose of supporting the district's 
discussion and planning in expanding the learning time. 


Schools and Libraries Universal Service E-Rate ($11978.40) 

The funding from this source was used to implement the Virtual High School program. 
Five students participated in this program and successfully took courses such as Irish 
Literature, Nuclear Physics, Astronomy, Advanced Chemistry, Music, and Flash 
Animation and Graphics Design. In addition, the funding from this also helped in 
implementation of the new communication tool called Connect-Ed.

BUILDING/RENOVATION PROJECT 
The Building Project and the Construction on the multi-purpose track and field was 
completed. 


CURRICULUM AND LEARNING 
Professional Development continued to focus on the use of technology in teaching as 
well as meeting the needs of Special Needs students who are integrated in regular 
classes through Inclusion Programs. Teachers were offered the opportunity to take 
advantage of the new online professional development courses through Harvard 
University Graduate School of Education. We showed continued growth in all areas of 
MCAS results. 


All seniors passed the MCAS tests and were eligible for graduation by State standards 
and four students scored perfect scores in English Language Arts and/or Mathematics. 
We also had continued growth in the results of Advanced Placement Tests and 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests where Mahar students scored above both State and National 
levels and five students named as AP Scholars. 


The existing alliance with the University of Massachusetts Bridges To The Future 
Program has brought into the school Master’s Degree Candidates seeking both a Degree 
and Teacher Certification through University of Massachusetts. This program is a plus 
for our students. The Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District was selected to 
participate in the Fitchburg State College American History Grant. Mahar was also 
selected by the Massachusetts Department of Education as a Regional Training Center 
for the launch of MassOne, an innovative secure portal for teachers, administrators and 
students. Another notable initiative was the development of a English Language Learner 
Policy to meet the Massachusetts Coordinated Program Review Guidelines. Another 
innovative program, the Virtual High School, was adopted as a pilot to give five 
students the opportunity to take courses such as Nuclear Physics, Contemporary Irish 
Literature, and Astronomy. 


The District web site at http://www.rcmahar.org has been redesigned to provide on- 
going resources and information for students, parents, faculty, and the community. 
Some examples of these resources are the eSPED, EdClass, PdPoint, SIMS Viewer, 
MassOne, Marslink, EZPost Homework online and many more. 
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CONCLUSION 


With a wonderful new building and a strategic plan we have an inspiration and an 
opportunity to renew our commitment to the education of our children. Together, we 
will continue building a better Mahar. Our strategic goals are to engage all students in 
challenging programs that will meet their individual needs, create and sustain an 
atmosphere of mutual respect and cooperation within the entire school community, 
develop and nurture dynamic partnerships with the greater community, and to build 
organizational structures which support effective teaching and learning at all 
developmental levels while maintaining fiscal responsibility.

2006 Annual Report to Towns 


We submit this annual report for 2006 on behalf of the Franklin County Technical 
School District and its administration, faculty, staff and students. 


Total enrollment as of October 1, 2006 was 526 students with town breakouts as follows:

Franklin County Technical School awarded 108 diplomas to our seniors in June of 2006. 
This marked the fourth year that Massachusetts students were required to pass the 
MCAS in order to receive a high school diploma. Once again our students were very 
successful in meeting this high academic standard. The graduates also earned their 
vocational certificate along with their diploma. 42% of our graduates planned to go on 
to either a two or four year college, 44% joined the area work force, 11% had unknown 
plans and 4% went on to a post secondary trade/technical school. We are proud of the 
accomplishments of the Class of 2006. 


All schools in the Commonwealth are required by the federal No Child Left Behind Act 
(NCLB) to meet or exceed specific student performance standards in English/language 
arts and mathematics. The Franklin County Technical School is proud to note that it met 
these adequate yearly progress determinations for the 2005 — 2006 school year while at 
the same time making substantial progress toward meeting a similar set of state mandated 
standards for our vocational programs. 


During the 2006 school year, the students from various vocational programs performed 
an estimated $56,000 worth of service projects benefiting the city and various towns of 
Franklin County and we plan to continue supplying our constituent towns with these 
services as they offer the ideal learning laboratory for our students. Students from many 
shop areas also routinely assist our building maintenance department, supplying services 
that would otherwise be contracted to outside agencies. 


We submitted our “Two Year Progress Report” to the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges in the early Fall and have just heard, as this report was being 
written, that the review was satisfactory in all areas. This once again attests to the hard 
work and dedication of our faculty, staff and administration and the quality programs we 
offer with the support of our member towns.

We continue to work with Greenfield Community College to offer evening courses at 
Franklin County Technical School, as well as a program that is offered after our normal 
school hours that enables our seniors to experience the college environment first hand 
while obtaining college credits. 


We also continue to work with Franklin County businesses, the Regional Employment 
Board and the Franklin County Chamber of Commerce to make sure that our graduates 
are part of the Economic Development for Franklin County.

2006 Annual Report 


The Franklin Regional Council of Governments is pleased to submit this 
annual report for calendar year 2006. As the regional planning agency and 
governmental membership organization serving the twenty-six towns of Franklin 
County, we provide a broad array of planning, advocacy, and community 
services, as well as assessment-based programs serving municipal needs. The 
FRCOG and the region accomplished an enormous amount in 2006. Here is a 
look back through numbers. 


After 12 years of planning and advocacy on the part of the FRCOG and 
the Route 2 Task Force, the $8 million Erving Papermill Realignment project 
on Route 2 opened, improving the safety and efficiency of all highway users. 

After 15 years of advocacy, planning, design and cobbling together 
financial resources, another 3 miles of off-road facilities of the Franklin County 
Bikeway will open in Montague in the spring of 2007, complimenting the path in 
Greenfield that opened last year. 

Through the Smart Growth Technical Assistance Program, the FRCOG 
provided 8 towns with zoning revisions and other planning technical assistance. 

The Community Coalition for Teens has been working with schools, youth 
agencies and groups to reduce teen alcohol and tobacco use and abuse. A 3-year 
comparison of use as reported by teens in the annual Teen Health Survey shows a 
27% reduction in alcohol use and a 41% reduction in marijuana use. 

The FRCOG has helped Boards of Health to create 9 Emergency 
Dispensing Sites throughout the county that will be used in times of emergency 
and for non-emergency flu and related clinics. Over 400 people were served 
during EDS clinics this year. 

The Franklin County Regional Emergency Planning Committees is one of 
only 3 emergency planning committees in the state to have successfully submitted 
a regional hazardous materials response plan and receive full certification, 
fulfilling a federal obligation for all 26 Franklin County towns. 

Over the last 2 years, the FRCOG has managed and overseen the expenditure of 
more than $7 million of Homeland Security federal funding on behalf of all of 
western Massachusetts. 

With the help of the FRCOG and many others, a new $2.7 million 
emergency communication system has been constructed in Franklin County. 
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The system allows all local police, fire and EMS to communicate on 
multiple channels using a new 450 MgHz frequency. 

We have helped more than 18 Franklin County communities create 
Continuity of Operations Plans, which identify essential municipal services and 
an operations plan in times of emergency or pandemic. 

The FRCOG Brownfields Program conducted environmental site 
assessment work on 7 properties in 6 Franklin County towns, providing over 
$50,000 of professional engineering services. 

The Greater Franklin County Comprehensive Economic Development 
Strategy (CEDS) Program was awarded a federal Economic Development District 
Partnership Grant for FY2007 totaling $52,000 to support regional initiatives 
and local technical assistance. 

The Municipal Accounting Program now serves 5 Franklin County 
towns and 1 Hampshire County town. The program has transferred all 
participating towns to the FRCOG’s new accounting software program via a 
licensing agreement and 24-7 remote access. 

The Cooperative Purchasing Program completed 189 bids for highway 
materials totaling over $6.4 million in products and services for 18 Franklin 
County communities and 1 Hampshire County community. 

The Franklin County Cooperative Inspection Program provided building, 
plumbing, and electrical inspection services to 17 towns. The FCCIP issued a 
total of 1008 building permits, 591 wiring permits and 552 plumbing permits 
totaling $304,883 in permit fees for participating towns. 

The Engineering Program worked on 45 projects in 16 towns last 
year. 

In fiscal year 2007 the FRCOG total budget is estimated at $9,203,581, of 
which $5,915430 was spent on capital projects (primarily in Homeland Security 
funding), leaving a net operating budget of $3,288,151 that is being used to 
provide services to the region and all Franklin County towns. 

The Franklin Regional Council of Governments is committed to 
providing the best possible service to its member towns and to the region.

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2006 REPORT OF THE 
FRANKLIN COUNTY SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT DISTRICT 


To the Residents of the Solid Waste District: 

The Solid Waste District was formed in 1989 to help Franklin County towns manage 
all aspects of their solid waste — recyclables, organics, hazardous waste, wastewater 
treatment sludge, and trash. We continue to provide assistance to the twenty-one 
member towns through administrative support, professional consultation, trainings, and 
outreach to residents and businesses. 

The Solid Waste District continued to provide services to residents, businesses, 
schools, and municipal offices. We implemented an educational campaign to help 
residents understand what plastics can and cannot be recycled. Plastics are the leading 
contamination problem at the recycling facility. We also conducted another collection 
for unwanted medications. There is growing evidence that medications are polluting 
drinking water and groundwater and should not be flushed down the toilet. It’s best not 
to throw them in the trash either. The District collects unwanted medications at no cost. 
We also produced educational information on ways to get rid of junk autos. This 
information is posted on our website or you can get a hard copy flier by calling the 
office (contact information is below). 

The District regularly makes instructional presentations to county schools. Worm 
composting and paper making are two popular presentations. We work with school 
staff to ensure recycling programs are active and effective. The District also provides 
hands-on assistance to businesses and institutions that want to recycle or compost their 
waste. 

Through a grant from the MA Department of Environmental Protection, we 
purchased weather-resistant recycling containers for annual fairs and special events. 

We found that attendees did an excellent job of sorting their waste into the proper 
container. Look for these new recycling bins at your town’s special event in 2007. 

In 2006, District towns recycled approximately 2,500 tons of paper and 1,100 tons of 
mixed containers. By diverting a total of 3,600 tons of recyclables from landfills and 
incineration, District towns collectively saved over $240,000 in disposal costs. 

The District held its annual household hazardous waste collection in September. On- 
line registration is increasingly popular. Almost 400 residents participated at the three 
regional sites. More than 1,000 gallons of motor oil was collected! The next hazardous 
waste collection will be held on September 8, 2007. The annual “Clean Sweep” bulky 
waste collection was held in October. There were almost 300 participants at three 
regional sites. We collected 40 tons of appliances, scrap metal, bulky items, electronics, 
tires, and propane tanks!

This past year was another good year for Veteran-Related Legislation. 
Here is a list of some of those bills. 


The Edward G. Connolly Massachusetts Military Enhance Relief Individual 
Tax Plan. This expanded property tax and motor vehicle excise exemptions 
available to veterans with service-connected disabilities. 


Veterans Property Tax Exemption 
Effective beginning in FY 07 


22 (a) Veterans with a minimum of 10% service connected disability $ 400 
22 (b) Veterans awarded purple heart $ 400 

22(d) Spouses and surviving spouses of Clause 22(a)-(c) Veterans $ 400 
22 (e) Gold star parents $ 400 

22 (f) Surviving spouses of World War | service members $ 400 


22 A Veterans who lost one hand, foot or eye or awarded certain service medal $ 750 

22B Veterans who lost two hands, feet or eyes. $ 1250 

22C Veterans with 100% disability and specially adapted housing $ 1500 

22D Surviving spouses of certain members or guardsmen who died from injury or 
disease due to being in combat zone, or who are missing in action and resumed dead 
due to combat. Full-1" five years of exemption- Full up to $2500 after. 

22E Veterans with 100% disability and who are unable to work. $1000 
Paraplegic Veterans FULL Exemption. 


Please contact your local Board of Assessors for more information and for the 
Application for Tax Exemption for Veterans. 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts is still offering the Two Thousand Dollars Annuity 
(2,000.00) for 100% service connected disabled veterans, parents of a son or daughter 
whose death occurred as a result of injury sustained or disease contracted during active 
service in time of war, insurrection, or combat, and to a spouse whose husband or wife 
died as a result of injury sustained or disease contracted during active service in time 

of war, insurrection or combat.
